Seasonal adjustment is a cechnique designed to assist in 
these processes of analysis and interpretation by removing the estimated effects of 
normal seasonal vanation from statistical series. so that che effects of other influences cn 


the series may be more clearly recognised. 


Details of rhe methods used in deriving the seasonally adjusted figures sheywn in this 
publication are given in the publication Seasonally Adjusted indicators (1308.0), last 
issued in 1983 by the Central Office of the ABS. 


Seasonally adjusted statistics are revised following revision to the original data and as 


additional data are brought into the analysis each vear.
